No hunter may buy both a 
“bow and arrow” license and a 
regular deer license. The law 
forbids the bow-and-arrow hunt- 
er to hunt deer or bear with a 
rifle during the regular open 
deer season. 

The general regulations affect- 
ing regular deer and bear hunt- 
ing apply to bow-and-arrow 
hunters. Each bow-and-arrow 
licensee may kill only one antler- 
ed deer, whose antlers are no 
less than three inches above the 
skull, and one bear. Possession 
of firearms by the archer is for- 
bidden, either on his person or in 
his car,
